REPORTS ON BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 


Trade Is Seasonably Dull, But a Good Fall Business Is Ex- 
pected—Mills Generally Are Running 
Fairly Well. 


The mill representatives in the New York market report 
an increased firmness on ground wood papers. News pa- 
per and No. 2 manilas are the grades most affected by the 
reports of low water. 
of the grades mentioned it is said that there is a little more 
business going to the mills this week than there was last. 
From this it is thought that buyers are waking up to the 
fact that if they want deliveries before the fall trade sets 
in they had better place their orders now. The jobbing 
trade continues quiet, still there is as much doing as can 
be expected at the end of the summer season. With the 
first of the month, and the end of the summer dullness only 
a week away, there is a feeling of confidence in the mar- 
ket that business will greatly improve with the advent -of 
September. While prices remain nominally the same there 
are some rumors to the effect that book papers are not as 
firm as they should be at this time. The same can be said 
for the average grades of No. 1 wood manilas. With the 
greater firmness of ground wood and the increased demand 
for old paper stock and for bleached sulphite, it is thought 
that the resultant advances in these raw materials will 
react upon quotations for the papers affected, increasing 
their price, or at least making them considerably firmer. 
There has been no special increase in the demand for writ- 
ings, still there is a little improvement even in them. The 
fact that printers and other consumers of writings have not 
felt the spur of the fall demand as yet helps to keep the 
volume of new business in writings down to the average 
for August. In them, however, and in the other grades, 
for that matter, an improvement in the demand is expected 
with the coming in of September. In box boards the man- 
ufacturers have practically agreed to the so called leasing 
down plan, whereby 500 tons per day are to be taken out 
of the market. This plan is expected to go into operation 
very soon. With it an advance in the prices of some of the 
grades of boards would not surprise the trade.

Dayton, Ohio, August 22, 1904~—The week has been a 
rather erratic one in business circles, according to all reports 
at hand. However, in the main, trade continues fairly good 


and complaints were not of a serious character. “We find 
business fully up to our expectations,” said a well known 
tradesman, of Dayton, who is well posted generally on 
nearly all lines, though he is directly interested in but one. 
“It has been a fairly good summer and it is believed that 
the fall trade will not be much affected by the Presidential 
campaign, usually a bugbear. With those whom I have 
talked to lately it seems to be the opinion that there will 
be less disturbance than during preceding campaigns. 
Some manufacturers who endeavor at all times to make 
business boom are even accused during the political fight 
of distorting facts for political effect, but I do not believe 
that has been the case this year, nor do I think that all men 
are in the habit of talking fer effect. Radical members of 
either party may take a personal view of the situation and 
express themselves, but they rarely let their political ten- 
dencies interfere with trade.” 

Another gentleman, who for years has made paper novel- 
ties for use during campaigns, political and otherwise, 
states that he has dropped the business, as it no longer 
pays the paper men as before. He now contents himself 
with consuming more than 9 tons of board daily in manu- 
facturing cracker boxes exclusively and is making a great 
success of the venture, reporting the demand to be heavy. 
Paper box and bucket men have had rather a slack season, 
but are just now bending every effort for fall trade, with a 
considerable measure of success. In. what might be termed 
the “orthodox” trade business remains much the same, the 
demand alternating between the better and the cheaper 
grades, though the first mentioned have had the call in most

To Keep Secret Formula. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., August 22, 1904—A bill ‘in equity 
has been filed in the Superior Court by John T. Moriarity, 
as attorney for T. O. and George C. Watson, of Holyoke, 
against the Kemo Paper Company, a Maine corporation 
with a capital stock of $150,000, having its place of busi- 
ness in Easthampton. The appointment of a receiver is 
asked for, and also the granting of an injunction to re- 
strain the officers of the company from the sale of any of 
the assets of the company, including a certain secret for- 
mula of much value. Judge Franklin G. Fessenden has 
ordered notice te issue to the defendant to appear in the 
First Division Fquity Court in Boston to show cause, if 
any, why an injunction should not issue as prayed for. 
The matter of a receiver will be passed on at the same 
time. 

The plaintiffs represent that they are stockholders of 
the company, and aver that the assets of the company 
consist only of machinery and personal property aggre- 
gating about $6,000 in value and a certain secret formula, 
which the plaintiffs believe to be of a value of about 
$1,000. 

The plaintiffs claim the indebtedness of the company 
outside of and in excess of all it owes on its capital 
stock is sufficient to make a total in excess of $8,000. 
They contend the company is in an insolvent condition, 
and in a condition to be unable to pay its debts, or it 
must and will inevitably become so. They further repre- 
sent that in December, 1903, the company closed its place 
of business for an indefinite period, and claim that they 
do not intend to resume business, but that in the mean- 
time there is a heavy expense for rent, taxes, &c., accru- 
ing. 

They also represent that they have reason to be- 
lieve the officers, unless prevented, are likely to collect 
certain accounts and to sell the secret formula. The plain- 
tiffs therefore ask for the appointment of a temporary 
receiver to take charge of the company’s affairs, and for 
an injunction to prevent the officers from selling any of 
the property. 


Stilwell-Bierce & Smith-Vaile Company. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, August 22, 1904—It is still unknown 
whether the United States District Court will approve the 
sale of the Stilwell-Bierce & Smith-Vaile Company’s plant 
to Col. J. D. Platt, but the impression prevails that it will, 
and this opinion is so generally shared that the bondhold- 
ers’ committee has made a proposition. Colonel Platt of- 
fered $775,000 for the property. It is now proposed to 
make a new bond issue of $800,000, $400,000 of which will 
be used for running expenses and to start the business on 
the proper plane. The bond issue will include the old and 
the new plants and the new machinery. The bondholders 
have made a report to the stockholders and they recom- 
mend that this arrangement be followed, as it will be to the 
advantage of all concerned, it is said. The committee says, 
in part: 

“In the first place, your mortgage covered only the two 
old plants, one of which was merely a leasehold, and the 
machinery that was owned by the company at the time the 
mortgage was drawn. The machinery had become to an 
extent obsolete. Your committee represented only $234,000 
of bonds which had been actually deposited, and under the 
order of the court would have been permitted to bid for the 
property only at the rate of 75 cents on the dollar for the 
bonds in their control, or only $175,000. Your committee 
has succeeded in making an arrangement with Colonel 
Platt to sell him the bonds at the rate of 75 cents on the 
dollar of the face value of the old company’s bonds. These 
new bonds are to be dated September 1, 1904, and draw 5 
per cent. interest. The mortgage is to cover all of the 
property that the company new has, including the new 
plant, or which it may in the future acquire. It is to cover 
patents, good will, &c. You will have property appraised 
at over $1,200,000 and practically $400,000 in cash for the 
protection of your bonds.” 

There are about 350 claims against the property and it is 
probable that the creditors will secure about 50 cents on the 
dollar, the indebtedness being more than $1,250,000.

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WESTERN MILLS RUNNING. 


Everything Practically as it Was Before the Strike Except 
That More Than Half the People Now Working 
in Mills Are New Hands. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., August 22, 1904.—During last week 
every idle machine in the valley was set in motion, and 
now all the mills are running again the same as before 
the strike. President Mackey has gone East, and most 
of the detectives who were here guarding property and 
acting as escorts to non-union men have returned to Chi- 
cago. So far as the matter of paper product is concerned, 
things have settled back into the old groove. There has 
been a terrible shaking up, however, in the personnel of 
the mill employees. Early last week, when it became ap- 
parent that the strike was off and there was no dan- 
ger to be apprehended in applying for work, the manu- 
facturers were deluged with applications for positions. 
They came not only from former employees but from 
other local men, some of whom had had some paper 
making experience and some of whom had had none, but 
all of whom were anxious to secure a steady job “in the 
mill.” Many new people were taken into the beater and 
finishing rooms, where experience was not absolutely in- 
dispensable. The manufacturers have exercised some dis- 
cretion in taking back former employees. It is but natural 
that some who were particularly active during the strike 
should find their positions filled. It was expected that a 
statement would be issued shortly after the strike, setting 
forth the number of people who had lost their positions, 
the amount of loss in wages occasioned by the trouble, 
&c.; but it has been determined to, as far as possible, let 
bygones be bygones, and nothing of this character will 
be given out. It is well known, however, that a large 
proportion, amounting to more than half of the labor em- 
ployed in the mills, both skilled and unskilled, is made up 
of people not there employed before the strike. All the 
non-union help that came to work during the strike will 
be retained as long as it wants to stay. 

Members of the unions say that the organizations of the 
unions will be -preserved, notwithstanding the failure of 
the strike. All the officers of the unions lost their posi- 
tions in the mills, and will be compelled to seek work 
elsewhere, some having already departed. A meeting is 
to be held on the 28th, at which, it is said, new officers 
will be elected. There probably will be no great strife 
for the positions, as there is an apprehension that being 
an officer may not be looked upon by the manufacturers 
as a recommendation for employment. Fox RIver. 


Census of Black River Mills. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., August 23, 1904——The Chamber of 
Commerce of this city has just completed a canvass of the 
paper mills in the Black River Valley within the boundaries 
of Jefferson County for the purpose of showing the amount 
and the value of production annually. The figures as 
compiled show the capital employed to be $10,617,419. The 
number of persons employed in the industry is 22,206. 
The amount paid annually in wages is $1,198,079. The 
total value of products is put down at $7,198,079. The 
daily output of pulp is put down as 500 tons and of paper 
537 tons. To do this 65,710 horse power is employed, 
56,540 of which is supplied by Black River and 9,170 is 
steam power. These figures do not include the output of 
mills at Beaver Falls and Lyons Falls, which are outside 
of the territory canvassed, these mills having a daily ca- 
pacity of 60 tons of paper and pulp boards. B. 


Contractors Sue Crown Paper Company. 


PortLanpb, Ore., August 19, 1904.—The Smyth & Howard 
Company, of Portland, has begun a suit against the Crown 
Paper Company, of San Francisco, for the sum of $13,- 
416.30 for work alleged to have been done on the paper 
company’s mill at Oregon City in 1903 and 1904. Accord- 
ing to the complaint the Smyth & Howard Company en- 
tered into a contract with the defendant to build a concrete 
wall and reservoir at the mills at the stipulated price .of 
$41,264.42. When the plaintiff was ready to begin work 
it is alleged that it was delayed by the officers of the de- 
fendant company, and it was thereby damaged to the extent 
of $1,500. When the work was begun and completed the 
defendant paid the plaintiff $27,848.42, but it did not pay 
the remaining $13,416.30, or the damages claimed. As the 
Crown Paper Company is a foreign corporation the case, 
when it is entered upon the records of the State Circuit 
Court, will be transferred to the Federal courts. 


Attacking I. P. Company’s Land Purchase. 


Avpany, N. Y., August 22, 1904.—Among the cases that 
will be argued before the Court of Appeals this fall is No. 
259 Racquette Falls Land Company against the Interna- 
tional Paper Company, appellant. The case involves the 


title to certain land in the Adirondacks which the Inte: 
national Paper Company purchased a few years ago. The 
Racquette Falls Land Company claims that the persons 
who sold the land to the paper company could not give 
a clear title, as the land did not belong to the parties 
who sold it, but to the plaintiff company. The case has 
been argued in different courts, with judgments uniformly 
in favor of the plaintiff, which practically asks that the 
paper company be ejected. The lands in question are 
virgin forest known as Watson’s East Triangle in Frank- 
lin and Lewis counties. 


Trouble Over Water Power Assessments. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

APPLETON, Wis., August 22, 1904—There has always 
been some trouble at Neenah and Menasha in assessing 
the water power for the payment of taxes. Views as to 
the values that should be put upon the power have been 
widely divergent; but in addition to this difficulty trouble 
has been found in getting the power properly upon the 
assessment rolls. Hitherto it has been assessed as “ap- 
purtenant” to adjacent property. This year, however, 
there is a change, and the assessors are assessing the land 
constituting the bottom of the raceways at the nominal 
sum in order to get the descriptions properly upon the 
assessment rolls. Fox River.

In a decision written by General Appraiser Fischer the 
Board of United States General Appraisers overruled a 
protest by R. H. Macy & Co. against the classification as 
fancy paper boxes at 45 per cent. of candy boxes of wax and 
paper, in the form of apples, oranges and other fruits. 
The importers claimed that they were dutiable as manu- 
factures in chief value of wax at 25 per cent. Mr. Fischer 
ruled that they were properly dutiable as artificial fruits, 
but that as that claim had not been made the original classi- 
fication must stand.

The Continental Paper Bag Company has just com- 
pleted plans for two very important additions to its busi- 
ness. The first 
of these is the plan to manufacture envelopes at Rum- 
ford Falls, Me. Already a building, known as the Old 
Woolen Mill, practically adjacent to the company’s big 
factory at Rumford Falls, has been secured. This build- 
ing, which is spacious, will be enlarged, and a complete 
equipment for the manufacture of envelopes will be in- 
stalled without delay. The officials of the company state 
that their envelope factory will be in operation by the 
end of the year. In addition to the manufacture of the 
envelopes, a modern printing plant will be installed in the 
same building. Part of the machinery which is to go into 
the factory is even now completed. The equipment will 
be modern in every respect. The company will manu- 
facture open end envelopes, the same being principally for 
merchandise and mailing purposes. The paper out of 
which the envelopes are to be made will be manufactured 
at the Rumford Falls Paper Mill. As the factory is lo- 
cated on a spur of the railroad leading to the mill, the 
cost of transportation will be practically little. 

In addition to the company’s decision to enter the en- 
velope field, its officers have also taken over the tissue 
paper. mill of the International Paper Company located 
at Ashland, N. H. The production of this mill will be 
increased without delay to one carload of manila and white 
tissue and toilet paper per day. The mills are expected 
to start up under the new management within a few 
weeks.

WATERTOWN, N,. Y., August 23, 1904.—A visit to the 
Remington-Martin Company’s plant at Norfolk, N. Y., 
this week would make many in the paper making fraternity 
open their eyes to the wonderful possibilities of the mod 
ern paper machine, and many would doubtless be sur- 
prised at the speed at which news paper is being success- 
fully made. When it is understood that fifteen years ago 
the first record in the world of 325 feet per minute was 
made at the mill of the Ontario Paper Company, of this 
city, the layman is forced to wonder at the progress 
made. 

On the 100 inch Bagley & Sewall machine at 
Norfolk yesterday paper was being reeled off at the rate 
of 546 feet per minute, and running safe and true. This 
wonderful speed and the very few breakages in the web 
of paper show that in fifteen years the capacity of a paper 
machine of a given size has been increased 100 per cent., 
and bears testimony to the carefulness and correctness of 
construction in modern factories.

Sturgeon Falls Will Make Book Paper.

Toronto, Canada, August 22, 1904.—A recent visitor to 
the plant of the Imperial Paper Mills Company, at Sturgeon 
Falls, Ont., is greatly impressed with the present and pro- 
spective developments there. Five years ago there was 
nothing but the falls, and the village below contained a 
few hundred people, mostly connected with lumbering. 
Now it is a flourishing town with handsome business blocks 
and fine prospects. The company has already expended 
$1,400,000 on its plant, and enlargements involving $1,500,-

At the age 
of eighteen years he was promoted to the position of 
machine tender, and was the youngest man holding a 
similar position ig Holyoke. 

In 1881 he went to Lawrence, Mass., and started two 
new machines for the Merrimac Paper Company, and rose 
to the position of night superintendent. He remained 
with this company only one year, when he again re- 
turned to Holyoke and went to work for the Dickinson 
Paper Company. 

In 1883 he left Holyoke and went to Appleton, Wis., 
as machine tender for the A. W. Patten Paper Company, 
and remained there until 1886, when he went to Kalama- 
zo, and began to work for the Kalamazoo Paper Com- 
pany. In 1887 he left Kalamazoo and went to Otsego, 
Mich., and accepted a place as boss machine tender with 
the Bardeen Paper Company, soon after being promoted 
to the superintendency. 

He left the Bardeen Company in 1891, and took a similar 
position with the Mead Paper Company, of Chillicothe, 
Ohio, returning to the Bardeen Company again after an 
absence of a year and a half and took the place made 
vacant by the resignation of Noah Bryant. 

When the Bryant Paper Company was organized in 
1895 Mr. King was one of the prime movers in the project, 
and moved to Kalamazoo to take the position of superin- 
tendent of the new company. He held this position until 
1901, when he organized the King Paper Company, and 
was made superintendent of the big plant, the position he 
now holds. 

Mr. King invented the King slitter, a device for slitting 
paper, and in use in many mills. It is manufactured by 
the Beloit Iron Works, and is a valuable device.

Banks of the Ottawa Covered With Stranded Logs—Because 
of This the Pulp Wood Men Say That Pulp 
Wood May Be Higher. 








[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Orrawa, Canada, August 22, 1904.—The pulp wood men 
are not in the pleasantest frame of mind over the drives 
on the Ottawa. The high water in the spring brought 
down the forward sawlog drives with a rush, but it spread 
the later logs over too wide an area, and this, with the 
breaking of the boom at Des Joachims this spring, has 
caused the banks of the Ottawa for miles to be covered 
with stranded logs. The drivers have large forces of men 
at work rolling m the logs for those mills which are short, 
but the rest will be allowed to remain till next spring. 
The pulp wood suffered most because, being lighter, it was 
forced to the sides while the heavier lumber logs kept to the 
centre. On this account pulp men say logs will be consid 
erably scarcer than anticipated this winter

James Toland, president of the Appleton (Wis.) union 
of the International Brotherhood of Paper Makers, has 
sold his property in that city, and gone East to find work. 

Two or three small strikes have occurred among the 
Italian laborers employed in excavating for the new book 
paper mill at Kimberly, Wis. Matters have always been 
settled satisfactorily, however. 

The Lee Paper Company, Vicksburg, Mich., has placed 
an order with the E. D. Jones & Son Company, of Pitts- 
field, Mass., for eight iron tub washers, twelve beaters, three 
Jordans, seven dusters and two cutters. 

In installing its plant the Rhinelander Paper Company, 
Rhinelander, Wis., put in three 300 horse power boilers, 
thinking that it could operate with three. As a precaution, 
however, room was provided fer a fourth boiler and this is 
now being put in position. 

Some of the Fox River Valley union paper makers 
claim that strike breakers were brought in by the manu- 
facturers through misrepresentation of the situation dur- 
ing the late strike, and it is said will ask for the enact- 
ment of a law providing heavy punishment for such a 
proceeding.

The Crocker & McElwain Paper Company, of Holyoke, 
last week completed its new offices in the Cabot street 
mill property, and will push the other work to completion 
as fast as possible. The company is looking up the ma- 
chinery for the mill, and a number of manufacturers have 
been asked to bid. It is very likely that the company will 
install variable engines, in order to do away with the 
various speed devices. No time has as yet been given for 
the starting of the mill, and a large amount of work re- 
mains to be done. 

It is now believed that the projected pulp and paper mill 
at Calais, Me., will be erected. Frank H. Todd, of that 
city, has completed the necessary preliminaries for the con- 
veyance of the timber lands which the projectors demanded 
to assure the required supply of pulp wood, and it is now 
expected that at an early date ground will be broken for 
the erection of the plant. The mills will be erected at 
Sprague’s Falls, a short distance above the city. The St. 
Croix Valley abounds in spruce and other timber suitable 
for pulp making and the supply is sufficient to last for an 
indefinite period. 

A fire occurred at Bellows Falls, Vt., last week by which 
the paper mill of the Robertson Paper Company was dam- 
aged to the extent of $500. The fire occurred in the wooden 
L used for the storing of broken paper, and when discov- 
ered the flames were under great headway. After two 
streams of water were turned on the blaze it was soon 
extinguished. The main mill was damaged somewhat by 
water from the hose and also from the automatic sprin- 
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klers, which were started by the heat. A large amount 
of paper on the machines was ruined. The origin of the 
fire is not known. 





Pulp Wood Lost and Recovered. 

Burrato, N. Y., August 22, 1904.—The propeller J. | 
Prentice, bound for Niagara Falls with a cargo of pulp 
wood, lost her barges, the Middlesex and Halsted, when 
off Point Abino last week in the storm. Owing to the 
heavy sea running the Prentice was forced to continue 
to this port without giving assistance to the barges. The 
captain of the Prentice, on his arrival here, notified the 
Great Lakes Towing Company, and two tugs were sent 
out to pick up the barges. The tugs found the two 
vessels coming along under their own sail. 

The tugs took lines from the barges and towed them 
inside the breakwater. Today the vessels will be towed 
to Niagara Falls. 


Turkey’s Paper Imports. 

United States Consul General Guenther, Frankfort, 
Germany, writes as follows: 

“In the year 1903 Turkey in Europe imported paper 
and cardboard to the value of about $500,000, and cigarette 
paper to the value of $400,000. Austria and Italy were 
the chief sources of supply. The German consul at 
Salonica says large quantities of all sorts of paper, in- 
cluding wall paper, enter that port for distribution 
throughout Turkey. This paper trade is in Austrian 
hands. Different manufacturers in Austria combine in 
sending out commercial travelers to Turkey, one traveler 
showing the products of several Austrian paper mills.”

Paper Dryer Patented by Wallace White, Lawrence, Mass. 
—Special Arrangement Devised by the Inventor— 
Blistering Avoided. 


Wallace White, of Lawrence, Mass., has been granted 
letters patent No. 767,618 on a paper dryer. 

In paper dryers for drying a web of paper as it comes 
from the web forming part of a paper machine, 
says the inventor, the cylindrical dryers are usually ar- 
ranged either in a single series in which the axes of the 
dryers are in the same horizontal plane or in a double 
series in which the dryers in the upper series are over the 
spaces between the dryers of the lower series, the paper 
passing successively from one dryer to the next succeeding 
dryer. The chief objections to these forms of dryers as 
ordinarily employed are as follows: With the single series 
one side of the paper only can be run in contact with the 
dryers, so that the paper is not evenly finished on each 
side, and the percentage of paper on the dryers to the floor 
space occupied is small, and with the double series arrange- 


ment the paper is liable to blister, blistering being due to 
the fact that the surfaces of the paper become dry and 
hard before all the moisture in the paper can escape, which 
moisture subsequently expands upon evaporation and makes 
the surface of the paper uneven. 

From observations and experience have been reached 
the conclusion that blistering may be at all times avoided 
if ample opportunity is afforded for the escape of vapor 
from the paper as fast as the moisture is evaporated. 

Fig. 1 is a side elevation of a paper dryer made accord- 
ing to the invention. Fig. 2 is an end view thereof, and 
Fig. 3 is a sectional view on the line x x of Fig. 1. Fig. 4 
is a side elevation of a modified form of the invention. 

As any well known means for driving the dryers may be 
provided, such means is not illustrated. 

The dryer comprises the frame a, having a series of 
bearings in which the lower series of cylindrical dryers 
b b’ b* b*, &c., are journaled the axes of said dryers being 
in the same horizontal plane. The frame is provided with 
a series of upwardly and backwardly extending arms a’, in 
the upper ends of which are provided a series of journals 
in which the upper dryers c c’ c*, &c., are journaled. It 
will be understood that any number of said dryers may be 
The axes of the dryers of the upper series are 
directly over the middle of the space between the peripher 


provided. 


ies of the adjacent lower dryers and said dryers are all so 
arranged with relation to each other that a line tangent to 
any one of the upper dryers and the second lower*dryer in 





advance thereof will not touch the peripheries of the two 
intermediate upper and lower dryers, but will pass midway 
therebetween at a suitable distance therefrom. 

A series of felt rolls o d d’ d’, &c., and a series of felt 
rolls e° e e’ e*, &c., are journaled in the frame, one of 
the felt rolls o d d’ d’, &c., being arranged in close 
proximity and preceding each lower dryer b Bb’ B’*, 
&c., and one of the felt rolls e e’ e’, &c., being arranged in 
close proximity and in advance of each upper dryer 
cc’ c’, &c., the felt roll e° being arranged directly over the 
first lower dryer b. 

An endless lower felt f passes over the first felt roll o, 
down beneath the first lower dryer b, then about the felt 
roll e*, then downwardly beneath and about the second 
lower dryer b’ and upwardly over the next felt roll e, 
thence downwardly beneath the next succeeding lower 
dryer b* and upwardly over the felt roll e’; and so on until 
it is passed over an end felt roll e*, down beneath ‘the ma- 
chine, and back over the first roll o. In like manner an 
endless upper felt g passes about the felt roll d, over and 
about the first upper dryer c, then about the second felt 
roll d’ and in like manner about the succeeding dryers and 
felt rolls, and returns above the dryers, as shown in Fig. 1. 


The felts engage about one-half the circumference of the 
dryers about which they pass. 

A transferring plate or doctor fh is supported on the 
frame adjacent and in the rear of each lower dryer b’, said 
doctors each being provided with a sharp or beveled edge, 
which lies closely against the surface of its corresponding 
dryer, as b’, and extends therefrom to the then upper side 
of the upper felt g as it is drawn upwardly and rearwardly 
from the immediately preceding felt roll d to the next pre- 
ceding upper dryer c. A second series of transferring 
plates or doctors i are secured to the frame and are similarly 
arranged in advance of each upper dryer, each plate having 
a sharp or beveled edge bearing on one of the upper dryers 
at one edge and extending obliquely downward, so that 
it overlaps the lower felt as it is bent about one of the felt 
rolls e e’, &c., and passed down about the next succeeding 
lower dryer, as b*, in advance thereof. 

The paper web p is fed to the dryers and passes over a 
paper roll p’, down beneath the first dryer b, between the 
dryer and the lower felt f, then up about a paper roll p*, and 
then down on the felt f until it is carried beneath the next 
lower dryer b’ between the felt f and the surface thereof. 
The paper web is held in contact with the dryer b’ by the 
felt f until it reaches a point nearly directly over said dryer, 
and then the web, which normally adheres somewhat to 
the surface of the roll, will be lifted therefrom by the 
doctor h, so that the end of the web will slide over the 
doctor onto the then upper side of the upper felt g. As the 


felt travels obliquely upward from the doctor A the end 
portion of the web will be carried upward and rearward 
thereon until it is held between the upper dryer c and the 
felt g. The web will then be rolled onto the dryer c and 
held against its surface until it is lifted therefrom by the 
doctor i at the opposite side of the dryer c. The web 
then passes down over said doctor i onto the lower felt / 
again just after the latter is bent about the felt roll ¢, so 
that it will be carried down over the lower dryer b’ and 
beneath the next succeeding lower dryer b°. In like man- 
ner the web will be automatically conducted successively 
from one lower dryer up about the next preceding upper 
dryer and then down about the next succeeding dryer, and 
so on throughout the whole series of dryers. 

it will be apparent from an inspection of Fig. 1 of the 
drawings that a portion of the paper about equal in length 
to the diameter of one of the dryers will be held out of 
contact with the felts and dryers as it is drawn from each 
lower dryer to the next preceding upper dryers, giving 
ample opportunity for the steam or vapor which has been 
generated while the web was in contact with the lower 
dryer to escape before it comes into contact with the next 
dryer—that is, the next preeeding upper dryer. As the 
web leaves this upper dryer and travels to the next suc- 
ceeding lower dryer the steam or vapor again has ample 
opportunity to escape, the stretch from the point of leav- 
ing an upper dryer to the point of passing onto the second 
lower dryer in advance thereof being fully twice the 
stretch between a lower dryer and the preceding upper 
dryer. Moreover, the paper is at all times under the’ in- 
fluence of the heat radiated from the uncovered surfaces of 
the dryer, so that it is being dried almost as rapidly while 
out of contact with the dryers as while in con; 
tact therewith, and as the paper cannot be dried 
any faster than the moisture therein can escape the result 
is that the rapidity with which the paper is dried is greatly 
facilitated by the ample provision of means permitting 
such escape. The practical advantage gained is that the 
dryers may be reduced in number as compared with the 
forms in general use, or the paper may be passed through 
the dryer at a much higher rate of speed. As the moisture 
is permitted to escape as fast as it is evaporated, blistering 
of the paper is unlikely to occur. 

In Fig. 4 is shown the application of the invention to a 
double series of dryers in which the upper felt is not em- 
ployed and in which the corresponding felt rolls d, d’, and e 
and doctors ji, h’, and i are omitted. With this arrange- 
ment the paper web will not be automatically conducted 
about the dryers; but the other advantages of thé invention 
are fully possessed thereby.

It is devoted to ledgers, 
bonds, linens and flat writings, and contains a sample of 
every weight of these papers carried by the house. Each 
sample is neatly printed with the necessary record infor- 
mation. The book is bound in boards, orange cloth back 
and corners, and the shelf back is stamped in black. An 
“ex libris” is on the inside of the cover, and this, together 
with the number and the legend on sub-title pages, shows 
to whom Conrow Brothers have presented the volume. 
The method of indexing is somewhat odd, but decidedly 
efficacious. Between the departments devoted to ledgers, 
bonds, linens and flat writings are heavy black sheets 
with the title of the department printed near the forward 
edge in red, while the divisions between the various lines 
in each department are indicated by orange “bleeds” on 
the fore edge of the sheet. The book contains a price list 
blank, for blind price marks, &c., while the price list itself 
is a miniature volume that accompanies the book. 

The sample book contains 444 pages. It is well gotten 
up, is,printed in a modern, up to date style, and does 
credit to the house that issued it and that owns the trade- 
mark CB in a circle. -

PAPER.—With the exception of a little more firm- 
ness in News and Manilas, due to the reported scarcity 
of ground wood, the market remains practically the same 
as it has been for a number of weeks. While there have 
been no positive advances on the ground wood papers, 
the manufacturers are using the fact of low water in try- 
ing to obtain better prices from their customers. Beyond 
this firmness mentioned, the regular routine business for 
the month is being done. Salesmen report that as yet 
there is practically no revival of trade. They say, how- 
ever, that the outlook is good, and with the return of the 
vacationists that an increased volume of business is as- 
sured. At present there is very little activity in the job- 
bing trade, printers and retail storekeepers limiting their 
purchases to the actual needs of their business. The fact 
that the market has held fairly firm through the dull 
months is taken as a guarantee that there will be no fur- 
ther reductions in prices. The feature of the market is 
evidently the increased volume of business going to the 
mills. This business is in the nature of preparation for 
the fall trade of consumers and dealers. The practical 
agreement of the box board manufacturers to curtail pro-+ 


duction has stiffened the Board market somewhat. This 
agreement is expected to go into effect very soon. With 
it an advance in Box Board prices is looked for.
